At the Annual Conference held at Swarthmore, October 13-15, 1933, the Council of the Fellowship 
appointed a committee to draft a referendum to the membership on the issues of principle and policy that 
were before the conference. The conference dealt with the problem of pacifism in the world crisis. One 
of the issues sharpened by the conference has to do with the meaning of pacifism in the class struggle. 

We are submitting to you the following questions to which we need an expression of opinion from you 
as a guide for our future policy and work. Please mail your reply so that we shall receive it not later than 
December 1 Ath. Though we should like you to sign your name to this referendum you need not do so. 

I. Do you believe that the F. O. R. should be primarily a religious fellowship and should emphasize the Christian ap¬ 
proach to personal and social problems? Yes.^ ° ?.... No..?.V!6... 

II. Put a check beside one of the paragraphs below which, from the point of view of your own position as to the 

struggles of workers or other under-privileged groups, seems to you best to express how far the F. O. R. should go. 

In seeking for "a social order which will suffer no individual or group to be exploited for the profit or pleasure 
of another'* I believe the members and secretaries of the Fellowship should go so far as to:— 

□ 1. Proclaim the ideal of such a social order and endeavor through methods of love, moral suasion and education to 

bring in the new order, but refuse to identify themselves with either the under-privileged class or the privileged 
class to the virtual exclusion of the other. 239 


□ 2. Identify themselves with the just aims of the workers and under-privileged, and protest against the use of vio¬ 

lence by the police, militia and underprivileged groups; raise and distribute relief to workers striking for a 
living wage; attempt peacefully to maintain the civil liberties of exploited groups and espouse publicly their 
aims, but without the use of any form of coercion, 223 

□ 3. Assist in organizing the workers into unions and in leading them in strikes for a living wage, and if need be in a 

non-violent general strike; assist in organizing the workers into a political party which will use non-violent politi¬ 
cal and economic coercive measures in order to secure the abolition of capitalism, but dissociating themselves 
from any group that used armed violence to gain its ends, 198 

□ 4. In case the legal owners of the essential industries resort to armed force in an attempt to maintain or to regain 

control of their property, refuse to use violence against them, but offer to serve the workers as a social worker 
among their families, as a maintainer of food supplies, as a nurse or stretcher bearer, or in other non-violent ways. 

□ 5. In the situation described in No. 4 consent to the use of armed force if necessary to secure the advantage of 

the workers, but regretfully and only while the necessity for it continues. 109 

Q 6. In anticipation of general class warfare, assist in the arming of workers and in other ways prepare them for the 
struggle; when war is fully joined, urge workers to acts of violence and participate with them in such acts.

Dear Kirbys 

It was suggested at the meeting of the Fellowship held yesterday afternoon 
that we have a common basis in a twofold relationship - vital relationship with God 
and to man, dependence upon God and sharing with man* 

In the mind of the members present this second implied not only living the 
simple life in touch with the proletariat and sharing with them, but a definite 
entering the world to transform it as opposed to ascetic monasticism and aloof 
above the^SSog of life. This meant for the group complete political and direct 
industrial action along the lines, not of Communist violence but of the thorough¬ 
going transformation of Socialism, In advocating such action while individually 
we will be non-violent in purpose and action, as pacifists taking part neither 
in destructive civil violence nor in world war, we yet -recognize as realists that 
our action and advocacy may inevitably lead some others to violence in the class 
struggle, just as Mr* Gandhi 1 s action leads some to violence in India against his 
will. Neutrality is impossible in the present struggle. To remain silent, passive 
and non-resistant is to support the inevitable violence, injustice, suffering and 
death upon a vast scale which is an inevitable part and result of the present 
capitalistic order* 

This was the substance of our agreem^it in the discussion as far as we 
went. It looks like forming a resident group in some centre like Fas sale where 
several would reside like Arnold Johnson, Frances Perry, Charles Webber, and some 
local pastor of the type of Buell Gallagher, where all the members would visit 
and make their contribution in a kind of spiritual Hull House or ioynbee Hall, 
with its regular Sunday church service in a proletarian church and full week-day 
activity along the lines of trade unions, cooperatives, and the whole labor movement, 
where some, like myself, would hope to move and live, and from which all of us would 
go out with our national message for unified, consistent and concentrated work like 
the Buchman movement, or the Communist movement, and with our personal-social, 
radical-religious message* 

It whs the best and most important meeting we have had and it looks like 
forming a definite fellowship. Some will of course drop out on this basis and 
others will come in* What do you think of it?

My dear Mr.Page: 

In your introduction to your "Personality of Jesus" you 
speak of another book of yours, "Living Creatively", for which you say 
there are special rates. 'That are they? The present high exchange on 
American currency makes a ^2 book cost $10 in Chinese currency, so that 
any kind of "cut rate" is very alluring to us . 


Fy the way, your "Personality ox Jesus" book has been a 
very present help to us in the past month when Japan has pushed on down 
within the Great Kail and taken Shanhaikuan and Chiu Men mountain pass 
which is the entrance to the next hundred miles south. For the present 
they seem not to be marching down to include us in their ill gotten 
gains, but the thirty miles between here and Chiu Men could easily' - be 
covered by them, if they cared to thin out their line to the t extent. ’Vhat 
is the Christian attitude for our friends at Shanhaikuan,and for us to 
take toward these invaders? bell,your book has helped us to picture 
more clearly just how Jesus did under circumstances not so dissimilar. 
Kith Japanese guards at those Chinese city gates of Shanhaikuan, we're 
reminded how Jesus never went in or out of the city gate of Nazareth 
or of any other city of his native land,without having to pass Roman 
guards who had no right to be there at all,-except that they'd forced 
their way there. That every denarijtfus he ever earned and every denarius 
lie ever used to buy anything was stamped with the inscription of an 
alien emperor ccmes to us anew in the fellowship of bitterness. "Tested 
in all points like ss we are" has a new significance to us. 


77 e still keep hoping against hope that the League of 
Nations will do something, though the year and a half when China has 
been constantly appealing to them has been .marked by as steady and 
untrammeled an advance of Japan on Chinese soil as if there were no such 
League. It feels out here as if what is blocking any help 4 is that 
solid wall of private business interests that are unwilling to undergo 
whatever temporary personal loss might be involved in embargo on Japanese 
goods or economic boycott ,- to say nothing of refusal to sell the arms 
and ammunition without which Japan could not proceed. Worst of all is 
that there are a sufficient number of "Christian" business men represented 
in all this to turn the tide. Is this matter of personal loss a form of 
cross which they i ino. themselves unwilling to bear ? In a high hour like 
this,when as Christian business men, such a personal sacrifice that would

We have had and are having a rather interesting experience 
with your two recent books, "The personality of Jesus"and 
"Living Creatively". 


We began our fall Bible study program with the "Personality 
of Jesus" in three Hi-Y clubs, a Monday noon group of business 
and professional men, largely Directors and Committeemen, a 
group of younger men in industry and a very large downtown 
Sunday morning Men's Bible Class. The Monday noon group has 
finished the studies under the leadership of Dr. Butzer of 
Westminster Presbyterian Church. The Hi-Y clubs and the 
industrial group are about through with their studies. I am 
sure as far as they have gone, it has been most profitable. 

The Men's Bible Class in the downtown Church has had, I believe, 
one of the most profitable .years of the ten years that I have 
been with them as leader arid teacher as far as Bible study 
material is concerned. We have found in this material something 
different than the mere historical studies and other approaches 
to a study of the Bible. I believe it is due entirely to the 
practical application that is so prominent in these studies - that 
to be a Christian means to live like one. I believe the high 
point reached in these studies is the consideration and setting 
that you give to the membership in the family of God. 

We have used "Living Creatively" in the second series of the 
Monday noon group under the leadership of Dr. Elmore McNeil McKee 
of Trinity Episcopal Church.

The staff, under the leadership of Arthur Cotton, have just about 
completed what I consider to be the most profitable Bible study 
program that I have had or seen in connection with my twenty- 
five years of "Y" service.

Our dear i'riend: 


We have been dreaming i'or several years 
of instituting a college where liberal movements in 
Economics, Politics, Labor, Peace, Agriculture and Religion 
might be integrated and where a prophetic leadership for 
the New World Order might be developed. And now since the 
Old Order has set us adrift without work, (T.C.U. has dis¬ 
missed seventeen faculty members for next fall) we are al¬ 
ready planning to do something positive about our dreams. 

be feel that Liberal Causes in America have 
been short circuited because they have not united in an 
educational program to raise up a creative leadership and 
give intelligent direction to the masses. Now we believe 
is the psychological time to lay the foundation for'this 
integration on a new educational basis. 

The time is ripe because. First ,scores of 
efficient, liberal college professors are unable to find 
employment and would probably make this adventure on a co¬ 
operative basis. Second , other colleges of liberal spots 
have become more reactionary under the stress of dwindling 
incomes. Third , there are several small colleges in the 
Middle 'West, (Iowa, Missouri, Illinois) which are prac¬ 
tically defunct, both'educationally and financially. Out 
of these locations a choice could be made, preferably near 
Kansas City, St. Louis or Chicago, where a constituency 
and equipment await us. Fourth , The World Tomorrow 7 and 
other liberal magazines have been educating their readers 
for this necessary step. Consequently, many intelligent 
folk are looking forward to cooperate with this united 
movement. Fifth , the increased and emerging severity of 
the economic situation will drive hitherto disinterested 
groups in this direction in attempting to find a way out. 

Perhaps you v/ith your associates have al¬ 
ready launched clans in this direction. If so, we earnest¬ 
ly request that we be permitted to cooperate with you in 
















the entergfpxse. At any rate you will he interested in our 
tentative thinking on the way of approacning this ideal. 

At the outset a survey of the field would he necessary to de¬ 
termine how timely such a movement would be. Pacts from such a 
survey would indicate what working capital might he available 
for the launching of the movement. 

In the projection of an educational institution of this type 
it would seem wise to comply with the requirements of the leading 
accrediting bodies of the country. We recognize that much that 
these bodies consider important makes little difference in develop¬ 
ing leaders, however, such recognition would enable us to 
enlist some important educators and also attract a type of stu¬ 
dent we need. 


We feel the mid-West is the logical place to start such an 
institution. The farm movement is increasingly becoming con¬ 
scious of itself and this location would enable us to enlist the 
leaders of agriculture. We are both products of the Disciples 
of Christ. Gur work has been sucn that we have had contact with 
hundreds of the younger preachers of the Disciples located in 
those states of the mid-West where our religious movement is 
strongest. We know many of these preachers are eager to give sup¬ 
port to such a movement. This location would place us quite close 
to some of the leading industrial centers also. Colleges are being 
abandoned during this depression and wo feel that we should be able 
to find one that can be had for a beginning at a reasonable price. 


This school would be both a standard four year college and 
also a graduate school. For the undergraduate school we should 
find such men as Elliot and Sherer here on our campus at T.C.U. 

We mention them as a type. They attract students. They are 
scholarly sand at the same time inspire students to live for some- 
tning. They are familiar with the technique of counseling which 
we consider indispensable for a leadership in such an undertaking. 
No traditional pupil-teacher relationship should exist in this 
institution. 


The graduate school should have a leadership that has done 
some research and knows well this technique. At the same time 
they should have a sufficiently bt**d outlook that they could see ^ 
the old departmentalizing of educational institutions has tended 
to develop a leadership unable to cope with the problems of our 
modern world. This would also be true with the teachers of the 
undergraduate school. For the graduate school sucn a -teacher 
for each department would be sufficient at the beginning. His 
task would be that of coordinating the work of the department. 

All or most of these teachers would be younger men who could be s 
cured for a reasonable salary. 


Most of the actual teaching would be done by outstanding men 
and women who will practically give their services. The school 
would operate on the ouarterly basis. Some courses could be giv 
on a term basis. Two terms make a quarter. This system is followed 
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in the summer quarter of the University of Chicago. We suggest 
this because many of the leaders we must have can be secured for 
only a six week s s period. We feel that many of the outstanding 
liberal leaders of the country would practically donate their 
services for a six weeltfe period. Others might be able to serve 
an entire quarter for a small honorarium. This would enable us to 
have tue outstanding economists,for example, at the school during 
all four auarters. Men like Haul Douglas, Stewart Chase, 

Laidler and others might be available for these short periods of 
time. In other fields men like JLohn Dewey, Norman Thomas, 

Kirby Page, Miriam of Chicago, Sherwood Eddy, Craven of Chicago, 
and women like Jane Addams might be enlisted. Several of these 
leaders would be in residence each quarter. 

This school should not be labeled a religious school. However, 
it must be saturated with the idetls of Christianity or according 
to much of your own writings it would be better to say the teach¬ 
ings of Jesus. We should have a strong seminary. This should 
appeal to the community churcn group and also to tne growing 
liberal group among the so-called modern preachers. We feel that 
many men like Harry F. Ward, Neibuhr, Fosdick, Mathews(we think he 
will be more liberal now since he is being retired;, Tiitle, Davis, 
Coe, Haydon, Wieman and many others would give time to such an 
enterprise. 

There should be considerable flexibility in this school. Op¬ 
portunity should be given to worthy students to attend who are not 
interested in credit. For example, there might be some labor 
leaders who had risen from the ranks capable of getting everything 
offered and yet would not be able to take credit because they 
did not have adequate high school or college credits. 

Such a school should be administered so as to include large 
groups of teacners, preachers, labor leaders, journalists, 
social service workers, county agents, etc., m msuxtutes of 
a week or more in length. For example we could have rural preachers 
for a week followed by a week for city ministers. 

From the outset students should be selected for the undergra¬ 
duate school very carefully. Only those who 3how promise as leati-* 
/ders should be admitted. In addi. tion there should be somewhat 
' of a character test since we are interested in leaders with some 
idealism. More flexibility probably should be allowed in ad¬ 
mitting graduate students. However, it should not be so that 
anyone regardless of character could be admitted. 

Some well known leader' like yourself or Sherwood Eddy would 
have to head up this enterprise. This leader should have some 
capable administrative genius such as Roy G-. Ross, now head of the 
Department of Religious Education of the U.C.M.S. to take care of.e 
the business load. 


f 
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After some of you leaders have consulted on this matter it 
would seem wise to approach the heads of liberal movements that 
would probably be interested in such a venture. Care should be taken 
to prevent any movement from getting the idea that this was going to 
be a propoganda center. Naturally it might be such but that will 
be a by product. 

An announcement of the beginning of this school under the 
leadership of such men as we have mentioned should immediately 
enable the business management to tap financial resources,, We may 
be mistaken but we feel that men of some means would contribute to 
such a movement under the leadership suggested. Fromotion for 
both funds and students could be done through liberal journals 
and through the Y.M. and Y.W* conferences and also through out¬ 
standing leaders interested in the enterprise. 

This is quite a large undertaking but we feel it is possible 
to move rapidly enough to get it underway next fall. However, 
the dream may seem to you too fantastic for realization. If 
not, will you pass the word oj1 to Eddy, Coe, Neibuhr, Lindeman, 
Thomas and others and see if they are ready to do anything about 
it. Eddy is due in Ft. Worth April 13th. We would like to 
confer with him if you think it proper.

^ It is an open secret that other members of the Ca¬ 
binet who have their finger on the pulse of India are 
niuch more concerned about the future ouetook than 
rSir Samuel Hoars seems to be. It i* true chat Lord 
Irwin speaks in a doubtful voice about the wisdom of 
releasing Mr. Gandhi without soma guarantee as to 
vhis political activities. Nevertheless one is given 
■ to understand that he is not alone in thinking that 
.facilities should be given for soma new approach 

* which would enable the prisoner of Yerav&da him- 
£elf to propose an acceptable truce. 

* Friends of peace are increasingly convinced of 
the desirability of securing freedom of access to Mr, 

^Gandhi, so that he may confer with his own Congress 
colleagues as well as with other representative 
- Indians. The present deadlock cannot be resolved 

* until Mahatmaji is free. Steps will be taken in the 
near future, by means of a deputation or otherwise, 

. to impress these considerations on the mind of Sir 
Samuel Hoare, and we can only hope that develop¬ 
ments m India will be favourable to such a move. 
Diehards get busy. 

^ The disbards never weary. They are gathering 
’their forces again to make a determined, and if 

* possible, effective stand. Sir Henry Page Croft in¬ 
tends to raise a debate on the whole policy of the 

^reforms next Wednesday. The debate may be useful 
unless it is made an opportunity of so worrying the 
Secretary of State that, as a result, he may be likely 
to attempt to whittle down further the Government's 
proposals. Although the Minister has this week 
‘reiterated the intention of the Government to submit 
full proposals for a federal constitution ” in tae 
•Coming White Paper* the phrase is capable of a con¬ 
struction different from what India may be willing 
' to accept. In shis respect a good deal will depend upon 
India andthe response she makes to events from this 
*sida during the next few months. 

Probably the most important trial of strength 
will take place in the debate on the White Paper 
which is now expected to appear before next monrh. 
It is suggested that the India Bill is going to be made 
.a question of confidence in the Government. If such 
■an event arose there is no doubt that it will secure a 
sufficient majority in both Houses. Evan the Lords 
will pause before they reject a scheme expressly 
designed ro establish a stable constitution in India 
under conditions which will probably never again 
be more favourable for them. Nor will the Tory 
block in either House ba too eager to aim a deadly 
blow at the present Government, the only alserna¬ 
tive to which would bean administration of a com¬ 
plexion they would probably regard as revolu¬ 
tionary.

PREVENTION OF FUTURE WARS 

THE NATIONAL DEFENCE. By KlRBY PAGE. 
(Farrar & Reneharfc Inc., New York.) i931. 22cai. 
403p. $ 3-00. 

The book under review tries to give a true interpre- 
cation of events that led to the great war. But, what 
is even more important, it tries to suggest remedies 
for the prevention of future wars. 

To begin with, the author has traced the general 
tendencies of the modern times which led and are 


bound to lead to a war. Nationalism which means 
national egoism in its worst form based oa the exag¬ 
gerated notions of rights, sovereignty, honour and 
patriotism is the product of the last century. This 
highly developed nationalism led to political and 
economic imperialism. The nations possessing a 
national solidarity at home vied with one another 
in securing control of the undeveloped regions of the 
world. This in turn led to the desire for a place in the 
sun and to the “ white man’s burden.” Naturally 
this rivalry for colonies supplied a strong potential 
cause of the wars. Every country therefore thought 
it only prudent to be prepared for any conflict and 
militarism came to be the creed of many nations. 
Race for armaments was the consequence. Intensive 
propaganda to rouse patriotism combined with mili¬ 
tarism led to chauvinism. The press was employed 
by the States to puff up national pride, which created a 
desir9 to dominate others. Tae result was a constant 
fear and distrust of each other. This led to alliances 
between different groups of powers. 

Towards the beginning of this century Europe 
was divided into two distinct camps. On the one 
side we had Germany, Austria-Hungary and Italy 
formed inno a triple alliance. On the other, the triple 
entente was composed of Russia, France and Great 
Britain. How this grouping of powers was brought 
about is very lucidly explained by the author. A 
general war seemed inevitable under these circums¬ 
tances. Bub the immediate cause was the murder at 
Sarajevo of Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir-presump¬ 
tive to the turone of Austria, on the 23th of June 
1914, Germany has bean generally accused of having 
carafuLly planned and deliberately brougat about 
the war. But the author tries his bast to apportion 
the blame judiciously. Before doing so he tried to 
ascertain public opinion on the question of the war 
guilt. He sent out a questionnaire to one hundred 
professors of history of Austria, asking their opinion, 
particularly, as to waebher Germany and h-ft allies 
were solely resooasible for the war. The answers that 
he got are Yes 3, No 95, Doubtful 1, No ans war 1. 

In his last chapters the author shows how 
America, with her vast resources, huge man power 
and the biggest navy, is a menace to the paace of the 
world. The race for armaments has starced again. 
Half of the supply of gold of the world has found its 
way into the vaults only of two countries. Is another 
war coming ? Tne author answers this question 
affirmatively. •

EDITORIAL 


We have become acquainted with the Oxford 
Group Movement indirectly. We have never at¬ 
tended a ‘ ‘ house party, ’ ’ nor have we read ‘ ‘ For 
Sinners Only” or any other 
THE book written by one of the 

OXFORD GROUP Group. But like many oth- 
MOVEMENT ers, we have known of this 

movement since its incep¬ 
tion, first as Buchmanism, and later as the Ox¬ 
ford Group Movement. In his article, “The Ox¬ 
ford Groups and Quakerism” in this issue, 
Douglas Steere of Haverford College, presents 
a “sympathetic interpretation of the move¬ 
ment,” to be followed by another article deal¬ 
ing with the difficulties of the movement and its 
relation to modern Quakerism. 

After this confession of no first-hand knowl¬ 
edge, we would hardly dare to give an opinion 
on the merits or demerits of the Oxford Group, 
but, because of the increasing interest in its 
activities, we want to share some of the opin¬ 
ions of those who have been close enough to 
the Group to know by direct contact what it 
is doing. 

We were first startled—and we use the word 
“startled” advisedly—into an interest in the 
Oxford Group by a letter in The Friend (Lon¬ 
don), of October 7th, 1932, signed by three 
prominent English Friends, leaders at Wood- 


brooke, in which they stated: “We have seen 
in it (the Oxford Group Movement) the up- 
springing of a new religious life, in which we 
are eager that our Society should share.” We 
watched the correspondence columns of The 
Friend each week and found many shades of 
opinion on the subject among English Friends. 

The Oxford Group then appeared in Toronto, 
and the Editor of The Canadian Friend wrote 
“Without a doubt the Oxford Group has dared 
us to become what we profess to be and what 
we believe ourselves to be and the challenge 
has disturbed us deeper than we care to 
acknowledge.” And later on, “With even one- 
third of the members of any community truly 
Christian, honest, pure, unselfish, loving, there 
would be no social problem. Let no one there¬ 
fore declare that the Oxford Group has no So¬ 
cial Gospel.” 

Next we hear of the Group in the United 
States. In Philadelphia, it was reported that 
one thousand were turned away from the meet¬ 
ing in the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel; and in 
Washington, according to the Editor of The 
Christian Leader, who attended the meeting, 
the ball room in the newest and most fashion¬ 
able hotel in the Capital was crowded and prob¬ 
ably two hundred people stood for two hours.

Statements of faith by Quakers 

Quakerism is a religion for the free 
spirit. It shirks none of the evils of human 
life, but it perceives with Fox. the Shining 
God in all men . Hence it is always re¬ 
demptive with Christ, and most strong 
when most suffering . It seeks the libera¬ 
tion of the real man, the souVs eternal 
light . Hence, like Jesus, it aims at free 
persons . And because persons, in the re¬ 
ligious sense, means souls that have come 
out to others and are building together 
with God the Divine City, so also like Je¬ 
sus, it stands without question for a social 
concept—the Realm of God and all that is 
involved therein . Quakerism is an integral 
gospel, inward vision and outward expres¬ 
sion welded into a whole way of life.” 

—Carl Heath in “Why I Am a Friend ” 
in The Wayfarer 


“Of that meeting 1 ,” he wrote, “we can say that 
any religious organization in the country might 
have been proud to sponsor it.” 

On the other hand, we have Professor Hal¬ 
ford E. Luccock of Yale Divinity School, writ¬ 
ing in The World Tomorrow: 

“I should view an adoption of the Oxford Group 
Movement by the church as a religious calamity of the 
first order. My contention of the utter unfitness of the 
message and emphasis of the movement as an adequate 
expression of Christianity in this day of extreme need 
is not made from the ethical or economic point of view, 
but on distinctly religious grounds. The Oxford Group 
Movement is an extremely partial, fragmentary and 
superficial presentation of Christianity, inadequate in 
its conception of two crucial fundamentals of the Chris¬ 
tian message, God and Sin; inadequate also in that 
it lacks any expressed understanding of the profound 
meaning of the cross. The picture of God presented 
again and again in 'For Sinners Only’ is not so much 
a Father as a solicitous Grandfather. In place of the 
moral majesty of the God of Jesus, the emphasis on 
guidance in the most inconsequential details of etiquette 
and daily program, expresses a conception of a deity 
almost completely absorbed in sending down hourly 
directions to his favorites.” 

Of the social application, Prof. Luccock says: 

“To imagine that an ‘evening dress evangelism’ which 
talks easily of ‘changed lives’ to groups of the rich 
and comfortable, with the shades pulled down on those 
social maladjustments which condition the spiritual life 
of millions is an adequate Evangelism for our times, 
is vanity. The pivotal question is, What does the 
‘changed life’ mean? Is it a change to a thorough¬ 
going spirit of love, honest enough and deep enough to 


question in the name and spirit of Christ the whole 
code of a profit-driven society? For it must not be 
forgotten that religion which gives comfort without re¬ 
buke may be one of the most immoral things in the 
world.” 

Quakerism is based on first-hand experience 
of God. In the quiet waiting for God to show 
us the way, we have the best of the technique 
of the Oxford Groups, though we do not sit 
with pencil and tablet awaiting explicit direc¬ 
tions as to each individual action. As Richard 
Roberts stated in an article on “The Oxford 
Group” in The Christian Century of February 
1st: 

“He (God) has given us freedom, reason, moral in¬ 
sight, imagination and will; and the inference would 
seem to be that he has so endued us that we should 
learn wisdom from experience, and gain the faculty to 
make our own choices in the ordinary affairs of life. 
He has left us much to do and to learn for ourselves, 
in order that we might grow into men and not into 
tame rabbits, and that, being men, we may become his 
partners in the furtherance of his eternal purpose.” 

The members of the Oxford Group call them¬ 
selves “life changers.” That, after all, is the 
test. How much are our lives changed by our 
experience of the Inner Light? Does it have 
dynamic in our lives? Do we follow its guid¬ 
ance? If present-day Quakerism is of the es¬ 
sence of early Quakerism or “primitive Chris¬ 
tianity,” it has that which the world today is 
seeking. While wishing all success to the best 
that is in the Oxford Group Movement, we be¬ 
lieve that there is inherent in Quakerism that 
vital, life-changing spark which is so badly 
needed today. Ours is the task of showing to 
the world a religion that is filled, to quote Pro¬ 
fessor Luccock again, with “a thorough-going 
spirit of love, honest enough and deep enough 
to question in the name and spirit of Christ th&: 
whole code of a profit-driven society.” /

• here is my reply to your request for my opinion ■£&***&* 
your articles upon coercion and class war, 

My comments have in the background a clear and comforting 
realization of our agreement as to the futility of war, whether 
class war or any other. Further, I am conscious of being one 
with you in respect to such use of coercion as you approve. 

If I show any dissatisfaction with your articles, you will 
perceive that the ground of it is chiefly my desire for a more 
definite statement of what you are for. It isn’t enough to 
know what you are against. In fact, we don't know what you are 
against until we are able to contrast it with timt views 
related to yours yet different. 

The only indication that I have found of the kind of 
coercion that you approve as a method of social revolution 
is the phrase, "Social coercion through economic and political 
pressure". I suspect that this means more than the strike and 
voting, but I’m not sure. You appear to tolerate the forcible 
prevention of mortgage foreclosure sales, but I’m not sure 
whether you do tolerate them or not, and if you do I can't guess 
upon what ethical or political principle. I am unable, in fact, 
to form a picture of your probable action in typical situations 
that must arise in the revolution that you yourself are 
promoting. 


There are specific ambiguities. For example, you do not 
indicate what you mean by "violence". Economic pressure can 
have all the results that mechanical compulsion can produce. 
Would you, then, accept certain indirect results of economic 
action while condemning all action that ggtsrx thg directly 
(by mechanical compulsion) produces the same results? 


Another ambiguity inheres in your conception of coercion 
by the state. You assume coercive functions by police depart¬ 
ments, but you do not define these functions; you merely say 
that killing never can be one of them. 


. As®*! 11 , you identify all killing, even killing required of 
policeman by his Hath office, with war, I can hardly imagine a 
worse confusion in the theory of the state. ff 0 r can I imagine 
a more direct way to make war respectable. Even if you fully

pacifism? The militarists ardently desire us to identify 
police functions with the functions of armies andDavies! Have - 
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not inadvertently played into the hands of the admirals and 
generals, then? 


If you should maintain that any intentional killing by a 
policeman is contrary to sound principles of the polic e row er. 

I could almost understand you. I myself regard the right-and-left 
slayings by policeman at the present day, and all the arbitrary 
use of force that is now common, as horrible from every point 
of view..But the significance of what is happening here cannot 
be perceived until we have some pos itive notion of what^the 
police power is,/Under our constitutions^^ - 


What sorts of coercion^- th e ny do you regard as properly 
belonging to police departments? Tou surely do not limit 
it to "economic and political pressure"! That other coercion, 
then, do you approve? further, would you grant to a police 
department any kind of coercion that you would deny to citizens 
engaged in a just social revolution? 


- bj ven your denial of the propriety of killing by the police 
under any circumstances leaves me in some doubt as to your 
meaning. You would, of course, approve the maiming of 'a man who, 
caught in a criminal act, endeavored to kill the officer who 
caught him. Probably you would approve arresting such a man at 
considerable risk to his life. You would give him ooportunitv 
to live, of course, so that any risk to his life that was 
involved in arresting him would be a risk taken by him rather 
than thrust^upon him. I am sure that you would go as far as 
this, mat is, you would, deliberately and with clear conscience 
endanger the life of the criminal precisely as you would endanger 
the life of the arresting officer. You would have the officer 
shoot to disable rather than to kill. But suppose that a shot 
that is intended merely to disable should prove to be fatal. 

.Vtmt is your moral £hh± judgment in this case? And how much 
intentional maiming, and how muc v i danger of killing, would 
you justify? i cannot guess! 


oome of your illustrations are taken, not from borderline 
cases that would bring out your real view, but from cases that 
would be interpreted in the same way by yourself and some who 
disagree with you. It is easy to condemn a policeman who kills 
a fleeing thief - easy from the point of view of theories that 
clasa with yours.

This statement is historically incorrect as far as it applies 
to the evolution of police functions in constitutional 
governments.

For several months 1 have been 
thinking and talking about an organization for 
young men and women which would have for its 
object "the study of social, economic and 
governmental problems with the view of bringing 
about better conditions". We have at last secured 
several persons for the National Advisory Committee, 
and have organized a local society in Dallas, Texas. 
A number of other cities in the southwest are ready 
to be organized. have been in correspondence 
with a number of persons both in the East and West 
and find that there is a feeling on the part of 
these outstanding leaders that we need such an 
organization. 


The purpose of this communication 
is two-fold. First, we would appreciate your 
suggestions. Next, we wonder if you would agree 
to serve on the National Advisory Committee* Dr. 

C. C. Selecman, President of Southern Methodist 
University, Dallas, Texas, and Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell are two of your fMends who have agreed 
to serve on the Advisory Committee. 

The question has been raised about 
an official organ for the LEAGUE. Would you consider 
a proposition by which THE WORLD TOMORROW could be 
made the official publication? Of course, we would 
not want you to change your policy with regard to 
serving your present constituency, but we feel that 
there would be a splendid opportunity for you to 
reach thousands of persons who do not now read 
your publication. Knowing of your deep interest 
in the object of the LEAGUE, we feel that it is 
a real opportunity for us to work out a plan which 
would be mutually helpful. 

The society in Dallas will meet 
again Tuesday evening, March 28 th. I shall be 
glad to give you a report of this meeting, if you 
care to hear. 











For your information, permit me to state that I ut&s 
for eleven years Assistant General Secretary of the 
Epworth League Board of the Methodiot Episcopal Cnurch, 
South, and Assistant Editor of the EPwORTH ERA. For the 
past five years I have Been Superintendent of the 
Lake Junaluska Methodist Assembly, Lake Junaluska, N. C. 

I am at present serving the Methodist Church in Grapevine, 
this town being twenty miles from Dallas and the same 
distance from Fort Worth* 

Our present plans are to perfect a number of local 
units to demonstrate the possibilites of such an 
organization, and we will then proceed to organize 
State Committees. In brief, the plan calls for 

1. The National Committee* 

2. State Committees and Officers. 

3. Officers for Congressional Districts* 

4. County Committees and Officers* 

5* Local organizations. 

As the LEAGUE grows we plan to hold Citizenship 
Conferences and Institutes in the larger centers, and 
perhans an annual State Conference. 

In the larger cities there would be more than one 
unit* In fact, we plan to organize several in Dallas 
within t v e next few weeks* 

We have not as yet selected headquarters for the 
organization. For the present, however, we expect to 
use Dallas as the headquarters for the National Committee. 

I have greatly enjoyed reading and re-reading 
the book "MAKERS OF FREEDOM". W e will in time publish 
a list of other books which we will recommend as text-books 
for study classes. 

Enclosed herewith you will please find copy for 
a prospectus which we will have printed at once. Feel 
free to make any criticisms concening the material 
in this prospectus or make any criticism concerning our 
plans. 

If you are interested and care to have a copy of 
our Constitution and By-Laws for the Local LEAGUE, it 
will be a pleasure to send it to you. Also, if you 
receive this in time to wire your acceptance, as one of

Than we have had an extraordinary nuisber of email gifts total¬ 
ing $ 8 , 500,00 to data, which means that we have actually gotten $ 5 , 000.00 - 
an almost Incredible achievement during these critical days. Moreover, we 
have not yet had time to get replies to our editorial appeal from readers In 
the distant states. In view of the fact that yesterday and today have bean our 
heaviest days, we feel confident that we will get another $1,000.00 in respeaee 
to this appeal. 


Then we have planned a still more drastic reduction in our 
budget by the proposal to publish monthly during July and August Instead of' 
having nine weekly issues. e will save not less than $3,500,00 In this way. 

So you will see that ws are about rqo.OOQ._QO better off In relation tQ 
budget than whan Bslnle sad I talked with you. Moreover, all editorial salaries 
and payment6 have bean stepped, except a modest amount for MacLeod end a email 
payment to Brailsford. 

Much depends upon our renewals. Tou can see how inevitable 
it was that there should he a falling off during this period of uncertainty. 

We simply cannot expeet many renewals until we are able te give an assurance 
that we will continue publication. On the other hand. It is extremely dif¬ 
ficult te be certain that we will bo able to keep goiiu:, until we see how renewals 
come in. Tou have heard about the dilenma concerning the devil and the deep 
seat Under the circumstances, we have concluded that it 1« better te put all 
our eggs in the continuation basket and so we are running an editorial in the 
current lsnue, a copy of whioh I enclose. 
















Briefly, our financial problem now assumes this form* we will 
come tap to the first of April practically even with the board.. That is to 
saf, our resources on that day will be the equivalent of our liabilities, the 
margin certainly being less than a thousand dollars either way. Then we will 
have the regular expense of about $4,000,00 a month for April, Hay, and June, 
and approxisr tely $i,CCO.OO for the two lseuee in July and August, This nmaae 
that we met get $ 13 * 000.00 in new money from all new sources If we are to 
close ear flsoal year at the end of August without a deficit. 

In all our calculations we hare been counting upon your generous 
cooperation and are hoping that you will be willing to con tribute $400.00 a 
month for the five months beginning with April, ft you are able by drastic 
measures to send us this amount month by month, we will than be under the 
necessity of getting $11,000.00 from renewals, new subscribers, and new gifts. 
Fortunately, our heaviest expirations ootua in the months just ahead, Ahoy as¬ 
suring a larger return from renewals. Of coarse, we cannot say with finality 
that we will be able to get title entire amount, but we are prepared to put 
every last ounce of oar energy into the endeavor. 

('bile 1 realise how calamitously your income and capital have 
been reduced, you would want me to say frankly that we would have been compelled 
to give up the struggle exoept for the strong expectation that you will be able 
to help us sub* spatially. Indeed, it was this hopo that gave u* courage to go 
ahead when there seemed to be practically no chance whatever af surviving. We 
■earn to be a :con>liehing the impossible!

In your books and articles and. A numerous lectures I was 
privileged to attend your thoughts have come to me, and -because 
they carried a message . for which I have been stretching out 
they were made immediately mine. Those thought-transfering 
situations were always thrillingly important ones for me. 


< It was your SAUCER ZOHES that made me choose Sociology 
as a college major. It was at a State Y conference at Columbus 
that your thought further clarified mine and made my Jiife pro¬ 
gram take on increasing direction . Rut perhaps the mcs t help¬ 
ful thing you ever did to me was to give what I thought was 
an unsatisfactory answer to a question I asked you during the 
w berTin Causey Conference on ^Religion as Resource*. You’ve 
probably forgotten all about it , but for me it started some¬ 
thing that is still pulsing, ^et me^call the situation for you: 


It was during the last Question session . I stfcod up end 
said the t I had feat: through a half dozen such conferences on a 
assorted social probler®., had taken all the courses on them 
that an undergraduate could work into his schedule, had read 
many books and articles on them. Progi that background 1 had 
gotten a picture of a huge diversity of problems, of ways of 
looking at them, of possible techniques for coping with them, 
of opening wedges to he forced into our social system . *t was 
a tremendous field to comprehend :that of *A11 Human Problems*, 
mighty hard to conceive of as *one Human Problem* . But it 
seemed to me that because there was really only one world in 
a physical or geographical sense and that people the world over 
were basically the same ( within certain limits of natural var¬ 
iability) it ought to be possible to'synthesize all Human Problems 
into one* qnd to develop a *One Program* which would capture all 
*right thinking people* into it .-as willing and consecrated workers. 


Your answer was something like this: 


Yes— such a synthesis would undoubtedly be fine, but the 
various problems were so difficult of themselves, each one having 
its own intricacies which must he studied with a technique not 
necessarily applicable to other problene • We must concert^rate 
on very specefic ones for we can't be experts in them all • As 
for you, without the guidance that an all-enclusive synthesis 
could give, you were going to strive predominately far bringing 

about a more Peaceful World, and were pointing your efforts to

learn more and more about the problem of War* The gidaier 
synthesis would come some day and it certainly would prove of 
inestimable help but it wasn't very clear to you at that partic¬ 
ular time • 

Well, it wasn't very clear to me either, but it did exist 
as a potentiality to be developed as a vague dream I wanted to 
bring into being as something definite, and that is just what 
I have been doing in the past two years ( in time-off from my 
job of teaching English here ). I have be, n trying to shape 
up the idea into clearer and more communicable form * 

it has now reached what I hope is a somewhat presentable 
form 2 a pamphlet the title page of which reads as follows: 

TOWARD PLANETISM 

An explorative attempt at viewing 
Human Problems and Goals 
in the light of a possible Method and Plan 
for doing something about them 
by 

one who wants to learn much more 
about this large subject than he now knows 
as he presents this pamphlet for criticism, 

I am having 1200 copies printed and am sending it out to 
all the individual writers, organizations, publishers, periodicals 
th*t I know of working on various phases of the job„I have tried 
to catch a total(or at least unifying) view of, i ,e.
